LITTLE ROCK AP) - The 


Arkansas Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion was told today by the presi- 
dent of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation that c o t ton 
growers face a difficult choice 
Dec. 10 when they select their 
1964 program. 


Charles B. Shuman, the na- 


tional president, spoke at the fi- 


• nal general assembly of the 


state meeting. He said growers 
must choose between continua- 
tion of the present "market- 
wrecking" quota program with 
high level price supports and 
small acreage allotments, or a 
program which would cut price 
supports well below this year's 
level but would retain the same 
small acreage allotments. 
t 
Since 1961 when the secretary 


of agriculture raised the sup- 
port price, Shuman said, cotton 
exports have been cut in half, 
the use of synthetic fibers on 
the domestic market has in- 
creased by more that a third, 
and carryover stocks of cotton 
have almost doubled. 


Shuman said that d e s p i t e 


acreage cuts, g r o w e r s have 
upped the cotton crop with a 
t higher production per acre. 


"Because of the unsatisfactory 


alternatives, the Am e r i c a n 
Farm Bureau Federation will 
not attempt to advise growers 
how to vote in the Dec. 10 ref- 
erendum," Shuman said. 


The president of the Arkansas 


Farm Bureau Federation, Har- 
old Ohlendorf of Osceola, out- 
lined some of the most pressing 


_ problems f a c i n g the state's 
* farmers. 


Ohlendorf said Monday during 


an interview that these prob- 
lems are a need for a more 
competitive 
cotton market, a 


flexible policy in acreage con- 
trols and more revenue for rur- 
al roads in Arkansas. 


He said the cotton surplus 


must be cut down by increased 
exports and .new markets. 


0 
Ohlendoff-said" farmers need 


a price support program at a 
level of production, but he said 
it should not be an extreme 
''either way." 


"We want some flexibility so 


the farmer can produce what 
his farm produces best," he 
said. 


About $800 million in farm 


products move over rural roads 
in the state each year, Ohlen- 


• dorf said, and fiOO to 700 miles 


of rural roads are in bad need 
of repair. 


Arkansas, he said, is becom- 


ing one of the biggest livestock- 
producing states in the Mid- 
west.

Policeman, 
Communist 
Laid to Rest

the President with whom their

b e c a m e 
inextricably 


linked, the hero cop and the 
drifting 
Communist 
went 
to 


their rest Monday. 


President John F. Kennedy 


was buried in the solemn maj- 
esty of a nation's grief in Ar- 
lington National Cemetery. 


The cop went to his rest in a 


gentle hilltop' in South Dallas 
—in a grave still unmarked 
with a stone. - 


And the Communist was nur- 


ied almost furtively in simple 
ceremonies in a Fort Worth 
graveyard. 


The 
President, 
authorities 


said, was shot to death-Friday 
by the Communist, Lee Harvey 
Oswald, 24, who drifted 
into 


the Marine Corps and out with 
an undesirable discharge, into 
Soviet Russia with & desire to 
change his' citizenship and out 
when he pleaded with the State 
Department to let him come 
home. 


The policeman, Patrolman J. 


D. Tippit, met Oswald about 
three miles from the assassina- 
tion scene Friday and was shot 
to death when he stopped him 
for questioning—probably after 
hearing a description 
of the 


assassin on his prowl car ra- 
dio. 


Soon Oswald 
was 
charged 


with murdering both the Pres- 
ident and the patrolman—and 
36 hours later he, too, was 
dead, gunned down by a fourth 
man who burst into'the'nation- 
al tragedy.

Some Notes on Toughest Job 
in Entire World-That of 
Being President of U.S. 


By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK (AP) - Some 


notes on "the world's toughest 
job" —the presidency of the 
United States: 


Despite the awful pressures of 


the post, 27 of the 34 men who 
served as president before Lyn- 
don B. Johnson lived to be over 
60—and three are still alive. 


Of the eight who died in 


office, four were felled by assas- 
sins. 


The most durable president to 


date was John Adams, various- 
ly known as "Atlas of Independ- 
ence," "His 
Rotundity," and 


'Old Sink or Swim." He lived 
90 years and 295 days and died 
on the same 4th of July as did 
Thomas Jefferson, who was 83. 


The oldest president to die in 


office, William Henry Harrison, 
68, 
"Old 
Tippecanoe," 
suc- 


cumbed to pneumonia exactly a 
month after he took office on 
March 4, 1841. He caught cold 
after riding to the Capitol on a 
white horse in stormy weather 
and delivering the longest in- 
augural message on record— 
8,578 words. 


His successor, John Tyler, 


who served out lus term, Jived 
to be 71. Tyler had two wives. 
He had 15 children, the largest 
number of any president. Seven 


of the children were born dur- 
ing the 16 years he survived aft- 
er leaving the White House. 


Of the three presidents be- 


sides William Henry Harrison 
who died of natural causes while 
in office, only one, Warren G. 
Harding, 57, was 
under 60. 


Zachery Taylor wa s65, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, 63. 


At 46, John F. Kennedy, the 


youngest 
man 
ever 
elected 


president, was also the youngest 
to die. He was the second Dem- 
ocrat to die in office, the first 
slain while in power. 


The second youngest presi- 


dent to die was James A. Gar- 
field, killed by an assassin at 
the age of 49. 


Sixteen past presidents, in- 


cluding the three now living, 
survived to be 70 or over. Five 
made it to 80 or more, among 
them Herbert Hoover. 


Abraham Lincoln and John F. 


Kennedy died in coma within a 
short period after being shot by 
assassins. 


Garfield lived for 80 days. 
President William McKinl'ey 


lived for eight days after he was 
shot Sept. 6, 1901, at the Pan- 
American 
Exposition in Buf- 


falo, N.Y. 


Since 1958, by act of Congress, 


all presidentiul widows receive 
pensions of $10,000 a year.

Governors 
Asked to Aid 
Rights Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP)—In the 


first speech of his presidency, 
Lyndon B. Johnson called on 35 
of the nation's governors to 
support the civil rights and tax 
cut programs of the late Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. 


Johnson's appeal came at a 


hastily - called closed meeting 
Monday night as many of the. 
governors prepared to return 
home from Kennedy's funeral. 


Excerpts of the speech re- 


leased later by the White House 
made no mention of civil rights 
and the $11 billion tax cut. But 
the governors said the Presi- 
dent made specific appeals for 
these two programs. 


Johnson received a standing 


ovation following the 20-minute 
speech. 


Asking the governors' 
help 


and cooperation in the days 
ahead, Johnson said he planned 
to continue most Kennedy poli- 
cies—especially in the area of 
foreign policy. 


Johnson said that the US 


government 
"will work only 


when people are willing to co- 
operate and work together for 
the common good." Noting that 


our whole system has gone on 


trial," Johnson said: 


"If they (the people) insist on 


.glaring at each other, refusing 
to work together, and standing 
nrmly on prerogatives and for- 
getting responsibilities, the na- 
tion will quickly be paralyzed." 


The President also told the 


governors 
that 
"continu i t y 


without confusion has got to be 
our password and has to be the 
key to our system." 


In the audience were two Re- 


publican presidential possibili- 
ties, Govs. Nelson Rockefeller 
of New York and William Scran- 
ton of Pennsylvania. 


Both pledged their support to 


Johnson in seeking congression- 
al passage of an omnibus civil 
rights bill and the tax reduction 
program.

tion,, said Monday he 'will not

Goldwater, who leads polls as 


a potential GOP presidential 
nominee but has yet to declare 
himself in the running, lold a 
reporter he has canceled three 
television appearances and will

Kennedy "there is an absence 
of anything political to talk 
about," Goldwater said. 


Rockefeller said in a state- 


ment that during the 30-day 
mourning period "I shall not 
participate personally in any 
public activity in connection 
with the Republican presidential 
nomination, nor in any other 
public activities \yilh the excep- 
tion of those falling within my 
official duties as governor of 
New York State." 


Goldwater said that so far as 


he is concerned, the 
tragic 


sequence of events has removed 
the Kennedy administration as 
an issue.

"We do not know what course 
he will take, whether he will 
change some of them. 


"We want to give him all of

Revenue Service Building.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Lyndon 


B. Johnson moved full-time into 
the workaday affairs of the 
presidency today and signaled 
the shift by transferring opera- 
tions to the oval office of chief 
executives in the White House. 


He was early on the job, driv- 


ing into the executive mansion 
grounds at 8:45 a.m., just 11 
hours after the close of a long 
day given in large part to last 
honors for his slain predeces- 
sor, John F. Kennedy, and'Uo 
somewhat ceremonial contracts 
with world leaders who came 
to mourn. 
t 


On tap for the first day in the 


new office were meetings with 
foreign dignitaries and prepara- 
tion of an address Wednesday to 
a joint session of Congress, 


Johnson, in his .first speech 


since becoming chief executive, 
made evident Monday night his 
belief that the Kennedy assas- 
sination puts the American sys- 
tem to a severe test and must 
prompt renewed efforts to prove 
that the system, despite one 
sniper's act, is superior to any 
other.

Beyond that, Johnson'pledged 


'^continuity without confusion" 
—a continuation of Kennedy ad- 
ministration programs and pol- 
;icy- aims without any^nfimedi- 
ate shakeup of top officials that 
might puzzle and perturb the: 
nation and the world. 


Johnson's assessment of the 


needs of the day was delivered 
off the cuff to 35 state govern- 
ors who met with him long aft- 
er sunset. 


This was not his final meet- 


ing of the busy day. His sched- 
ule was topped off by a late 
evening session with Secretary 
of the Treasury Douglas Dillon 
and the Council of Economic 
Advisers. This meeting took up 
the tax cut proposal and the 
broad outlines of the 
federal 


budget that will go to Congress 
in January. 


Johnson headed for his home 


in the Spring Valley section of 
the city at 10:45 p.m., giving 
every sign that, even 
before 


moving into the White House, 
he was operating under a full 
head of steam. 


For today, Johnson lined up 


conferences with some of the 
many foreign dignitaries who 
flew to Washington for the Ken- 
nedy funeral. 


Johnson 
arranged 
to visit 


with the new British prime min- 
ister, Sir Alec Douglas-Home; 
with the president of the Philip- 
pines, Diosdado Macapagal, and 
with the new West German 
chancellor, Ludwig Erhard. 


The President saw all three-* 


and many more—at a reception 
Monday night at the State De- 
partment, before he met with 
the governors. 


In addition to greeting all for- 


eign delegates to the Kennedy 
funeral. Johnson spent 18 min- 
utes privately with President 
Charles de Gaulle of France, 
eight minutes with Prime Min- 
ister Lester Pearson of Canada 
and 12 minutes with Prime Min- 
ister Hayato Ikeda of Japan.

Americans 
Are^Not 
Panic Prone

NEW YORK (AP)—The shock 


of a death passes in time. The 
basic U.S. economy is sound. 
The majority of Americans are 
not panic prone. 


All signs point to a continua- 


tion by Presiden t Johnson and 
the Congress of the late Presi- 
ent Kennedy's general policies 
ffecting business, industry and 
inance. 
This is the hopeful expectation 
f almost all business leaders 
nd economists who have as- 
essed the long-run consequenc- 
s of the assassination. 
They feel that confidence—at 
»th consumer 
and business 


evels—will prove strong after 
lie initial period of shock and 
)ewilderment. 


Gyrations in stock and com- 


modity markets are expected 
or a time. They customarily re- 
ct dramatically to any shock, 
larticularly to any news that 
nvolves short-term 
uncertain- 


ies. And in the markets reac- 
iori breeds reaction, as they get 
ack in step with the rest of the 
3conomy. 


But confidence of the public 


as a whole, rather than just the 
assing judgments of stock and 
commodity traders, is the key to 
he business future. 
Confidence is a fragile thing. 


There is no fixed guide to how 
onsumers and businessmen will 
eel and act. 


The general expectation, how- 


ever, is that after the first shock 
,he consumer will go on with his 
)lans, and that business will go 
ahead with its production sched- 
ules and planning for moderni- 
zation and future expansion. 


Only an unexpected change in 


:he policies of the new admin- 
stration and the attitude of the

Taft was 72 when he died 
March 8, 1930. 


Only one President, Wood- 


row Wilson, is buried in Wash- 
ington, although six Presidents, 
including Wilson, Taft, 
John 


Quiney Adams William Henry 
Harrison, Zachary Taylor and 
Lincoln, died in the capital. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was 


the first Democratic President 
to die in office. He is buried at 
Hyde Park, N.Y.
